Thinking it had 
been seized. by a snake soveral hastuned to 
the spot, and’saw a beautiful red and groen 
augar bird in tho month of a large greenish 
frog. Only tho bird’s head was. visible ; 
and ita cries becoming fainter the frog was 
killed and the bird released, Ita feathors 
were all wet and slimy, and for-some days 
we could distinguish it in the garden by its 
tuffied plumage, “Sinco then tho same 
species of frog -havo,. on several occasions, 
been killed with young chickens half awal- 
lowed, and once a dickling was rescued 
from'the same fute. Whether the noise is 
Natural to these frogs, or assamed to decoy. 
the chickous within their reach, we know 
nol; but they. constantly make « clucking 
sound so exactly. like o hen calling her 
chickens for food that wo have seen whole 
brooda deceived and rushing tw the sluice 
where thoy supposed the hen to be.

Har three formor 
works—on Hawaii, the, Recky Mountains, i 
and on Japan—hnve already shown that: 
Miss Bird ia an accurate and shrewd ob- 
server, a bold traveller, and a brilliant de-* 
seriptive writer. This last effort, intensifies | 
these impressions, while it at the same time 
imparts an ungunliéed pleseure to her 
readers. Ona thing strikes you incst forei- 
bly, and it is this.’ Tho modest but cham- 
ing anthoress is 1 notable exception to 
the class of whom wo Easternfolks con- 
tomptuously Speak as the “glohe-trotter’ 
maker of books, It is necessary, it is truc,, 
to move round the world bofore you can 
write satisfactory hooks of travel; but the 
manner of some tvould-be authors, alter 
their hasty. circumnavigation of the globo, 
to detail their peraonal experioncos, has-be- 
come a by-word among us, And, as I have 
said, those who approach tho pages of ‘The 
Golden Chersonese’ with this perconceived 
notion will be most pleasantly, disappointed. 
Miss Bird ig no ordmary traveller,—what 
she secs she succecds in photographing 
upon the tablets of her mind, and the vivid 
way which sho haa of reproducing tho re- 
sult on the pages of her diary is worthy of 
aduniration, Such power, however, is not 
given to every ono; and 1 hasten ta add 
that ordinary ‘globe-trtters’ should nover 
attempt to print their negatives as instan~ 
taneously taken dutiug their hurried tra- 
vols. ‘ . : 7 
‘The Golden Chersonese’ you will of 
course know is Miltua’s references: to tho 
Malay Peninstla-—-tho district referred to 
comptising the avveral States, known aud 
unknown, Whose shores are trashed by the 
“Straits of Malacca on one side and the 
China Sea and Gulf of Siam-on the other, 
The Protected States ef Perak, Sunzie 
Ujong, and Sulungory come in, of courac, 
for the principal uetices iar the bouk, these 
forming the only tracts where exploration 
was possible. But some of the freshest 
pieces of descriptive writing [have yet seen 
are given in the book doaling with Hong- 
kong, Canton, Saigon, Singapore, and Ma- 
laces. “The anthoress landed in Hongkong 
af the height of the great. fire of Christinay 
1878, and having been a gnest at St. Paul's 
College, experienced much of tho excito- 
ment which surrounded the Bishop's house 
on that memorable occasion. I forgive her 
for the statement that the newspapers stop. i 
ped publication. the day after the fire, as | 

her account of the fight at Pottingor Street 
‘comer, where thefire wastinally conquered, 
had ample timo to appear, This, however, 
ia almost ihe vnly stip I have noticed ; and 
itise very trivial one. Miss Bird bias a 
reat faculty of being fascinated: Sha is 
enchanted by the busy hives of oricnlal 
life in Canton; she is almost spell-bound 
by the drowsy, luxuriant, past-workt air of 
the old town of Malacca; and -tho fascina- 
tion caused hy the wikl freedom and lns- 
ciots luxuriance of the Perak forests, with 
their hum, and flashing Hitting forms, is 
forcibly expressed in neat’ and clean-cut 
Flanguage. Sho naturally deseribes Victoria 
(Hongkong) asa beautiful city, and says it 
reminds her of Genoa; and her remarks 
upon your Colony scem to me to be un the 


whole yery accurate, save aud except-hor 
‘processiona of Portuguesu priests and 
nuns’ of which Ihave nu knowledge. She 
hints at the ‘undue and unwise. leniency 
in the treatment of crime’ which was at 
that time agitating the public mind sv 
powerfully, and draws a contrast, ghastly 
and convincing enuugh, botween the com- 
fort of your gaol und the hideous iniquities 
of that in Canton. 

Miss Bird’s modesty goes too far in one: 
reapect ; she somewhat curtails her descrip- 
tion of what she saw at Canton, because 
“Canton deserves o volume, and Arch- 
deacon Gray has written one!’ That the 
werthy and loveable Archdeacon is one of 
the'best-bearted men who ever resided in 
Canton, most of us wall. know ; but that 
the brilliant anthoresa whose work we arc 
now looking over should: give place to such 
stuff as ‘Walks in Canton’—which, by 
the way, she govd-naturedly describes as a 


tue much to be endured. However, under 
more relinble guidance than even that of 
the dear Archdeacon, Miss Lird scea much 
—almost too much in the Aceldama of Ma 
T’au—and gives us a charining. clear de- 
scription of it all. T sce sio pays a de- 
servedly high compliment to the Rey. B.C. 
Henry, and inferontially. 0 the missionary 
bodies generally. But I was surprised by 
one item in her sketch, of which T was-pre- 
vivusly. unaware, riz. that ‘not one of 
this river “population has yet reecived 
Christianity.’ 

Miss Bird’s description of a vigit to the 
Tang Wah Hospital, accompanying Sir. J. 
Pope Hennessy and others, is worth repro- 
ducing, though rather lengthy. She gives 
‘avery qualitied: approval of* the establish. 
ment, thus — 

‘There is. mach to admire in this hos- 
pital,——-the humane arrawgements, the ob- 
vious comfort of the pationts, and the ad- 
mirable ventilation and perfect cleanliness 
of the beds: and wards, but the system 
adopted is one of the most antiquated 
quackery, and when T think of the unapeal- 
ably. horrible tite of the wounds, the 
mortifying limbs, and the gangrened fect 
ready to drop off, 1 almost question Gu- 
vernor Hennessy's wisdom in stamping the 
hospital with his approval on his “State 
visit.” 

Tt raust, of course, be borne in mind that 
improvements in the Hogpital would have 


we all know how ‘Sir John Fope Hennessy 
lopked upon theao matters, a8 well as other 
questions,” This. passage is amusing, and
